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The Navy Yard Investigations
Tar Hon, William 1. Kellsy, a faw dayas ago,
made & apeech in the Honse of Representatives
denouncing in no measured torms the Eagineer

Corps of the Navy, and especlally the Chisf :
Eogineer of the 'hiladelphia Navy Yard, This |

oficer was charged with having purchased
marine engine tools for the Navy Yard ma-
ohine shop of a New York manufacturer, when
&8 good or better articles could have been ob-
talned in Philadelphia for less money; and
also with baving purochased in New York
s lot of @eecond hand, worn-ont, and
worthless tools for more money than new ong®
wonld have costin this olty. Judge Kelley inti-
mated thal the Chief Engineer patronized the
New York firm in his own iuterast. A report
mide by & board of naval engineers, appointed
by the Seoretary of the Navy to investigate the
matter, which exonerated the Chiaf Eoginser
of the Philadelphia Navy Yard from blams,
and gave it as their opinion that the pur-
ohase of the tools was jndicions and in the
beat interesta of the Government, was made
the ooossion of a vielent attack npoun the entira
Engineer Corps of the navy. Judge Kellsy
charged the investigating board with having

prepared & “whitewashed'’ report, aud stated

that the esprit de corps among the engineers
of the navy was snoch that they wers alwaya
ready to sustain ene another, right or wrong,
and that they were aiming to obtain the entire
oontrol of the navy. Judge Kelley stated that
ke had ample evidence to prove hLis points.
This evidence he onght to produoe.

Our Washiogton corresporident on Satur-
day gave Judge Kelley's version of this afair,
using stronger language, however, than that
gentleman did in his speech, and explicitly

oharging the Chief Kogineer of the Navy Yard |
and his subordinates with having ‘‘forged’’
bida to sustain themselves and ocover their |

guilt. It is hard 1o believe such a charge as
this without substantial proof. Ths substance
of Judge Kelley's version of this affair is given
by our Washington correspondent as followa:

Aocordingly, when ihe committes renched
Philadelpiia, they fousd, 10 toelr aslonisn-
ment, the englneers o onarge of the Boston
and Brooklyn Nuvy Yards, wio reported shom
gelves, nnder the order of tuelr onlel (Isoer-
wWo0d) Lo assist the commitice in their Inveatl-

%:ltlon. The commliiiee, howaver, posasesslng |

I powers from the House Lo examive wit-
nesses and Lo send for persons and pipars, wenl
qulokly to work, Judge Kolley glving the on-
gineers 10 undersiand thuat waen (hay wele
wanted they would be ealled for. A di=posltion
was menifested to throw every obhiiavle possls
ble in the way of the commities, wiih a visw to
prevent a thorough luveatlzation, T'uls proviog
nnsuocceasfal, less honoravle means werarogorted
to by Engloeer Z -ller and his snbordiuntes to
aoccompllsh the same purpose. Franduient nids
wera produoced purporiiog loooma from Maossrs,
Bellers & Co, and Moessrs, Homent & D ngaerty,
of yoor oity, whioh, bslng shown to these
fArms by Jndge Kelley, ehairman of the com-
miltee, were prouounced forgeries, All tols
was done, It appears, to producsthe linpression
upon the commiiiee 1hat the blds of Mesas
Roach & SBon of New York for the tools and
machinery required were lower than Lhose of
any Phlladelpnia firmse. Moat of these tools
and this machinery were proved by competent
maohinists and enginesrs o have gone ont of
use in all well-regulated establisnments, by
reason of thelr being saperseded by more
modern improvements and betler patlerns.
The whole aiTalr seems o have besn whal mway
be termed a ‘set-up job’ between the Englneer
Depariment of the Navy and Mes«ra, H el &
Bon, to gel a large snmonnt of mouey out of the
Government for old tools and ancient ma-
oh that could command a market powhbera
@lso. Aaving failed to throw dust o the eyes
of the comrmittee, the enterprising gentleman
of the Koglneer Dspartmment, lnr*luv.linig, of
con Eogineer Zaller, of the Phlladelphia
Nav %u‘d have organized a little jovby here
for t‘. double purpos: of throwlng disorediton
J Kelley's report, and of defeating his bill
authorising the Presldent to appolint & clvillan
to the position of Chlel Kugineer of the Navy,"”

There are always two sides to every ques-
tion, and it is nothing more than fair that the
Engineer's side of this story should be heard
by the publie. Tue Engineer Corps ia ons of
the most accomplished bodies of officera con-
peoted with the navy, and we have always
been under the impression that, like all other
officers both in the military and naval service,

they were anxions to keep thsir corps up to |

the highest standard in every respect, and
that their esprit de corps wonld induce them

to disoard the black sheep rather than to en- |

oourage any practioes that would tend to
bring their body into disrepute. Chief Eogineer
Zeller, againgt whom Judge Kellay's charges
have been directed, is known as ons of the
moat skilfal and experienced enginears in the
pavy, and he has always borue an unblem-
ished reputation as an officer and as & gentle-

man. His version of the tool-purchasiog |

tranaaotions, which Is supported by doon-
mentary evidence and the sworn testl-
mony of experts, Iindicates thaet an
sttempt is belog made to compal the purchase
of tools for the Navy Yard in this oity,

whether they oan by obiained at less oost in |

biher pleces or not. Some time ago, when the
question of purcbasing & new pnmp for the
Water Works was under cousideration, many
of our principal engioe builders publicly repn.

diated the idea that all contracts for machinery |

to be paid for out of the pablio tressury and
0 be uued in this city must be given to Phila-
delphia shops, and they explicitly stated that,
u guoch § pripciple were to be established, it

wonld ont them off from a large amouni of
work which they get from other oities, and
wounld ruin their business.

The board of englosers that Investigated
this matter were appointed firat by Ragineer-
in-Chief Isherwood, and they snbsequently
made & more detailed examination, and took
evidonce by order of the Heoretary of the
Navy. The board was composed of Chlef
Eoginears W, W. W, Wood, Alaxander Hen-
dergon, and Philip Inoh. Chlefl Nagineer
Wood is the oldest engineer in the navy, and
Lia probity, or that of the oflicers mssooiated
with him, has never been oalled [n question
before.

The sworn testimony taken by tha board of
epgineers ghows that bids were recsived from
the Philadelphia and New York tool-makers at
the seme time, and that the contracts wer®
made from the latest price lists of thediffurent
firma, My buying the tools in New York a
gaving to the Government was made of tha
pot inconslderable anm of $41,783-51.

Partionlar stress, however, was laid
npon the purohase of & large quantity of
gecond-haud tools. The teslimony shows that
thege toole wers purchared at a loss price than
wagd charged in this oity for uew ones of the
eawe aizes, that they wers of improved pat-
terng, and that they wers in good condition.
The experts who were examined stated that the

- wear aud tear upon them from use was very

swall, aud did not interfore at all with their
efliciency, and that they could bs put inas
good condition as new at a cost of not mors
than $200.

In conduotivg their investigation the board
made a critical examination of all tha ma-
chinery in the shops at the Navy Yard, and
they took the sworn testimony of a number of
the most experienced engine builders and
wichinists in this and other cities, all of
whom pronounced the tools to ba first-class,
such as they would buy themselves, aud ex-

veedingly judicious purchases for the Govern- |

ment to maka.

Without taking any sides in this quacral,
wo merely desire to give a fair statement of
the matter as it stands.
Zeller is guilty of the oharges bronght against
bhim, he shounld bs court-martialled and dis-
mirged the service; if he i3 innocent, and is
endeavoring to mauage the aflairs of his de-
partment in the Navy Yard in the best in-
teregta of the Government, he is entitled toa
complete and emphatio exoneration.

Having stirred up this matter, our Congress- |
men owe it to themsulves and their constitn- |
enta to muke good their sconsations to tha
letter. The cage stapds thos:—Judge Kelloy hag
bLrenght cortain charges agsinst the engineers of

the yard, but ke has as yet produced no evi-
dence to snpporl his statements. The engi-
neers are supported Ly a large mass of sworn
testimony, from persons who are competent to
indgs in the matter. It now remsins for the
Comioittes of Naval Affairs to exhibit what
evidence they have in their possession.

The Philadelphia iavy Yard Las had the

reputation for many years of being the worst |
wanagsd yard in the United States, and the |

officerg of the pavy who have been on duty
there complain thet the political influences
which control the affairs ot the yard interfere
with them centinually in the performanssrof
their duties, The Congressmen from Phila-

delphia look upon the yard as their persona!

propsrty, and the civilians, such as the master
mechanic, storekespar, and others, who sre
placed there by their ivfluence, manage to
Leep the oficers in hot water, or if they refuse
“to crook the pregnant hinges of the knee"

to the politieal powers thut be, no efforts are
gpared to secure their removal.

We hope tha' this tool-purchasing matter

will be investigated, not in the interest either
of Chief Eogineer Zeller or the Philadelphis
tool-makers,
thoroughly, so that the whole truth may be
elicited; and if the charges against the Chief

bat fairly, imfpartially, and

Engiveer should prove to be withont sub.
stantial foundation, a strenuous eflort ought
to be made by the incoming administration
to break up the political ring that has for gso
many years raled the affairs of the Philadel-
rhia Navy Yard.

The Folice and their Delfuguencios.
Tus vew Chief of I'olice, General Mulbolland
yesterday issued a general order for the gov-
exnment of the police force of the city which
merits the commendation of every order-loving
citizen. Ifthe terms of this order are rigidly
enforced, as we trust they will Le, a policeman
who enters a drinkivg saloon, except for the
purpoge of quelling & disturbance or making
an arrest, will be snmumarily dlsmissed from
the force. Buch an order has long been
needed, and pow that it has at last been
izened, we may expeot to wilnoss a decided
improvement in the police in one very import.
ant re:pect.

There is still another opportunity for Mayor
Fox ard Chief Muolholland to coutribute to the
efliciency of the force. Hitherto, whenever a
charge of any kind has beem brought by &
citizen against a policeman, the affalr Las been
relerred to a commission consiating of the
CLief and two or three liemtenants, who have
investigated it in & room fu the basement of
the buildiog in whigh the headquarters of the
force are loonted, with closed doors and in the
most secreél manner. As a consequence, it is
geldom that & member of the foroe has been
properly punished for dereliction of duty. The
chances are altogether with the acoused; and

even when s deprivation of pay or
a suspension from duty is inflicted,
the whole watter s conduoted

care, and the great reformatory influence of
publio opinion is, therelore, naver brought to
bear upon the delingnent.
